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TWO YEARS AFTER FERGUSON, 
FATAL SHOOTINGS BY POLICE ARE UP 


Washington Past 


s the use of deadly force by police once again roils the nation, the num- 


ber of facal shootings by officers has increased from 46s in the first six 


months of last year to you forthe same period this year, according to 


a study by The Washington Post. This ycur has also seen more officers shot and 


killed in the line of city aml more officers prosecuted for questionable shootings.

On Tuesday, two white police officers in Ba- 
ton Rouge, La., shot and killed Alton Sterling, 
a black man whom they had pinned to the 
ground outside a convenience store. 

On Wednesday, an officer in Falcon 
Heights, Minn., shot and killed Philando Cas- 
tile, a black man, during a traffic stop. 

“T feel change is not coming,” said Porsche 
McCullough, whose 29-year-old black female 
cousin Jessica Nelson-Williams was shot and 
killed by an Asian San Francisco police officer 
in May. “The community is tired. They are tired 
of seeing black people shot, poor people shot, 
people with substance-abuse problems shot.” 

A Post database that tracks fatal shoot- 
ings by police shows a 6 percent increase in 
the number of such deaths during the first 


six mnths of 2016 compared with the same 
purind Last year. Details of the fatal encoun- 
ters so Far this year remain strikingly similar 
to shantings in 2015: Black people contin- 
wed te be shot at 2.5 times the rate of white 
people. About half of those killed were white, 
and about half were minorities. Fewer than 
ro percent of all those killed were unarmed. 
One-quarter were mentally ill. 

But there are notable differences: More of 
the shootings were captured on video, from 
76 to 105 in the first half of each year. And the 
number of fatal shootings of black women is up 
from eight in all of 2015 to 10 so far this year. 

Last year, a Washington Post project found 
that in 2015, nearly 1,000 people were fatally 
shot by police, more than twice the average an- 
nual number reported by the FBI in previous 
years. The Post has expanded the effort in 2016. 

Like in 2015, in most fatal shootings this year 
officers were confronted by subjects armed 
with guns. In half of these cases, they fired at 
police, prompting officers to fire their own guns 


ro defend themselves arta protect lvstanders. 
Tn the first six months af this year, 20 officers 
were fatally shor in the ling of dhuty, comprare 
with 16 in the first six months of so07, acerdl- 
ing to the Officer Down Mernrial Pape. 

Officials representing rank-and-file offiecrs 
say it is criminals who make it hard te recluce 
the number of fatal shootings by palice. 

“Police are dealing with a lot of vindemt indi- 
viduals,” said Jim Pasco, executive dincctar off 
the national Fraternal Order af Police, ‘uncl the 
criteria for using deadly force hiase’t changed 
essentially, so why would the numbers change?" 

After Ferguson, pleas for reforms forused 
on reducing certain types of shistings, such 
as those of individuals who are warned or 
experiencing mental-health crises. 

What followed was a White House tack 
force that called for teaching officers new 
skills to de-escalate volatile enccuribers. 
Hundreds of police chiefs also pushed. new 
policies for dealing with the nientally ill. Anu 
thousands of departments began ourfirting 
officers with body-worn cameras, luysicue this 
would curb the use of excessive farce, The:

First look: Fat Rice’s The Ladies’ Room 
has Chicago’s best cocktail menu this year 


you've seen the back room of a casino 


is at the movies: a ritzy menagerie dripping with ostentatiousness, 


stinking of moneyed gluttony and underworld dealings. Curiously 


enchanting, no? It is for Fat Rice co-owner Abraham Conlon. The 


excessive casino life in Macau, China, inspired the Logan Square restaurant’s new 


cocktail bar The Ladies’ Room, opening today with the most imaginative beverage 


program Chicago will likely see all year. 


“This is a Fat Rice funhouse now,” Conlon 
said. What’s most impressive is that Conlon 
and co-owner Adrienne Lo, both James Beard 
Foundation-nominated chefs, have basically 
no mixology experience. Yet the sultry cock- 
tail den—with a number of enticing house- 
made spirit infusions born out of a desire to 
cut down on food waste—is so quintessen- 
tially Fat Rice, an internationally recognized 
restaurant regarded for ceaselessly bending 
the rules. 


To access the bar, walk through the bakery 
with whitewashed wood, seafoam-green walls 
and birdcage light fixtures. A single corridor 
connects the bakery to the restaurant, and if 
you're not careful, you might walk right past 
the curtained-off passageway that leads to 
The Ladies’ Room. 

The bakery and bar were conceived after 
Conlon and Lo spent a month traveling Asia, 
where they studied cuisines and culture in 


Macau, Hong Kong, Malacca and Singapore. 
Conlon summed up Macanese casinos as 
“Las Vegas times 10.” Think “ritzy, dirty style” 
without the prostitutes and drugs (though the 
team jokes about creating an opiate-inspired 
cocktail). The room has a hazy ruby glow 
from red lightbulbs and crimson walls cov- 
ered in vintage Asian pin-up posters and ciga- 
rette ads. 

There’s seating for fewer than 20 and barely 
room for the tiny bar, which was made from 
Lo’s grandparents’ ornate lacquer cabinets. 
Red vinyl snakeskin upholstery covers the 
booths, offering a provocative contrast to the 
6-foot-tall painting of an Asian Madonna with 
child, a reproduction of the one at the Chapel 
of St. Francis Xavier in Macau. The cheeky 
brothel-meets-cathedral vibe doesn’t stop 
there. Pew-like seating and a bar top made 
from steps of a Polish church are accessorized 
with posters of nip-slipping ladies. It’s enough 
to make your pearl-clutching granny blush. 

“It’s not necessarily the most savory of 
cocktail bars,” Conlon said. “We’re doing dirty 


{bleep}. It’s not all proper, And the snake- 
skin—that’s sexy, it’s dirty. We want to evoke 
an emotion, and who doesn’t want to be sexy?” 

According to Conlon, Macanese casino life- 
style is about prestige and garishness. “They'll 
buy a bottle of Louis XIII [a $3,000 cognac} 
and dump it into a bucket of Sprite,” he said. 
It’s about showing off what you can afford, 
and while most cocktails at The Ladies’ Room 
range from $13-$18, Conlon is also keeping a 
heavy stock of high-end sipping spirits on 
hand—scotches, cognacs, Japanese whiskies 
and bottles of Bordeaux; 

That swank carries /over to the cocktail 
menu, too. The Grande Royale, ringing up at 
a whopping $280, serves eight to 10 and is a 
concoction of house creme de cassis, cognac, 
house “Campari,” Calvados apple brandy, 
allspice dram and Peychaud’s and house- 
made wild lemon bitters served in a gallon 
jar topped off with a bottle of grower cham- 
pagne. But it’s not an exclusionary environ- 
ment. It’s dark, it’s seedy, there’s rap bumping 
loudly and there’s something for everyone. 


NO EXPERIENCE 
NECESSARY 

A novice to the beverage world, Conlon 
doesn’t want Fat Rice to be a cocktail mecca. 

“Either you’ve gotta know the rules to 
break them first or you just say, “You know 
what, I’m making my own rules,’ ” said Con- 
lon, who works closely with Lo and beverage 
manager Annie Beebe“Iron. 

But his approach is intuitive and research- 
based, which is to be expected for an owner 
of a restaurant heavily influenced by Macau, 
a former Portuguese colony on the South 
China Sea with a cuisine that blends Canton- 
ese, Portuguese, Indian and African styles. He 
and his team draw from his classic training in 
French, haute and modern cuisines and Maca- 
nese food—“the most esoteric fusion cuisine 
on the planet,” he said. “It’s just another way 
of cooking and understanding flavors.” 

More than that, The Ladies’ Room is the 
next step in the Fat Rice evolution. It’s not 
about being the next top mixologist; it’s about 
having a thirst for knowledge. 

“For me, I want to know it all, and not be- 
cause I want to be the coolest kid at the par- 
ty,” Conlon said. “I’m just trying to do stuff in 
a fun way [that] allows us to be creative and 
express ourselves in a different way that isn’t 
necessarily through food.” 

With that understanding of flavor, he’s 
able to reverse-engineer cocktails and spirits. 
And Conlon is thorough in not overlooking 
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the fundamentals. He said they turned to old 
bartending books and local bars they trust 
to study the classics and conducted tastings 
along the way. While 
you won't find clas- 
sics on this menu, the 
expectation to know 
how to make them 
isn’t lost on Conlon 
(he even allowed olive 
juice with MSG in the 
restaurant because it 
makes a better dirty 
martini). 

There’s a lofty se- 
lection of plays on 
classics, albeit all 
pretty unusual, like 
the spicy Dr. Manhat- 
tan ($14). It’s a nuclear 
concoction of barrel- 
aged rye, vermouth 
and a house infusion 
with the speculative

MAD FLAVOR 


The Ladies’ Room cocktails follow the same 
regionally specific route as the food, but the 
menu doesn’t brag on itself enough. Mouse 


could all be passed off\ as another approach 
to the infusions trend in cocktailing, but Fat 
Rice’s spirits and bitters—inspired by Chi- 
nese medicinal extractions—go far beyond 
that. While local distilleries have recreated 

, Conlon’s play on spirits such as Cam- 
pari and creme de cassis are far more intuitive 
than adding a little lavender to vodka. 

The house Chartreuse, for example, is a 
blend of infusions made with neutral grain 
spirits, cut-up barrel staves from Rare Tea 
Cellar and stems and clippings of more than 
50 herbs—marigolds, lovage, American ber- 
gamot, angelica root and mint. At the front, 
the yellow-green liquid stings, like biting into 
something bitter and menthol-y, but it’s sweet 
and grassy and smells dark like leather. 

The goal isn’t to make better versions of 
the real stuff, Conlon said. And while the ef- 
fort isn’t cheap, it’s an ingenious way to cre- 
ate similar flavor combinations that are more 
specific to Fat Rice than what’s on the market. 

“We're taking our knowledge of spices and 
aromatics from the cuisines we pull from ... 
and looking at it like, how do we want this 
drink to taste? Not necessarily, what do we 
have to use?” Conlon said. 

It’s also a way to hold onto flavors that 
aren't available all year long. “A lot of this 
started because we had all of [these seasonal 
ingredients], and we can’t possibly put it all on 
the plate,” Lo said. 

For instance, they get a lot of heirloom 
citrus fruit in the winter months—cara cara 
oranges, blood oranges, mandarins and vari- 
ous types of grapefruits. In an effort to use 
everything, Conlon dried the peels to make 
a play on Campari. He infused them in CH 
Distillery vodka with wormwood and cochi- 
neal insects, which originally gave Campari 
that deep red color (an employee happened to 
have some on hand for textile dyeing). 

“It’s a cool way to capture the season and 
take that into another season,” Conlon said. 
BOTTOM LINE 
The cocktail program at The Ladies’ Room fits 
right into Chicago’s innovative and creative 
beverage landscape. Though meticulously 
crafted, it stands out from the rest— especially 
as a first attempt at cocktailing by two chefs. 

For a bar born out of the necessity to make 
something out of food waste, it skimps on 
nothing, living up to Fat Rice’s reputation for 
bucking trends in favor of totally wacky flavor 
combinations that leave you wanting more. 
While edgy and weird and curiously alluring, 
it’s unpretentious and approachable; each ele- 
ment has a purpose. And it’s fun, right down 
to the pink umbrella.

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Tea for Two, cold ($24) 

Bourbon, sweet vermouth, 

house tea shrub, mint and Angostura 
bitters garnished with a lemon wedge 

All the syrupy goodness of Southern sweet tea with a 

hint of curious acidity from citrusy, floral tea varieties. 
This creation is served in a carafe and blends a tea syrup 
concoction of mint, cinnamon, star anise, clove and 
allspice with a shrub made from a blend of Rare Tea Cellar 
picks, including green chamomile, oolongs and jasmines. 


Like a beergarita in a crunk cup the size of a cookie jar, this 
slushy colossus for eight to 10 is topped with an inverted 
bottle of champagne and tastes like you might expect—a little 
sweet, a little bitter and a lot like rich people. Is there a better 
way to say, “I’m expensive, AND | know how to party”? 


A lovely play on the jungle bird, this large-format drink for 

up to four gets its tropical, cotton candy-like taste from rum, 
Aperol and calamansi juice (like a sour orange) and is bal- 
anced out by char and bitter flavors of burnt sugar syrup and 
CH Amaro. Flaming orange peel included. 


A floral delight with a savory twist from the sugar plum fairy, 
this drink highlights Onu plum brandy, a spirit distilled in col- 
laboration with CH Distillery using a family recipe from Fat 
Rice’s Transylvanian janitor loan “Onu” Aldea. The cocktail 
was inspired by a particular encounter with Aldea when he 
took a heap of sour cherries Fat Rice’s co-owners picked with 
plans to make a tart and began making visinata, a Romanian 
spirit made with sour cherries, sugar and vodka. 


Served in an ornate teapot so darling your grandma might 
forgive the bare-breasted ladies plastered on the walls. Freak 
of Nature tea is a rare Asian oolong that can only be harvest- 
ed during drastic temperature changes, which gives it a but- 
tery popcorn or shortbread characteristic. 


Cherries, prunes, long pepper, carrot tops, 
coriander and some other stuff—that’s what 
the blogs say is in the “one of a kind” soda. 
This spicy Manhattan is like a boozy 

Dr Pepper ... if Dr Pepper were a masoch- 
istic fire-eater who swallowed whole scor- 
pion peppers as a warm-up. Just kidding, 
but it does have a peppery zing. 


A bijou reimagined and, oh my darling, is it a 
staggeringly herbaceous sip with notes of dry 
earthy roots and juicy red cherries. The house 
Chartreuse is a blend of infusions made from 
stems and clippings of more than 50 herbs— 
such as marigolds, lovage, American berga- 
mot, angelica root and mint—and cut-up barrel 
staves from Rare Tea Cellar. 


A glass of Fossil Branco served straight up on 
an antique silver tray lets you play bartender 
with dry herbs (clove, cinnamon, wormwood, 
gentian and orange peel), bitters and “tinc- 
tures to think and tinker” in tiny cork-capped 
medicine vials. Add as much or as little of the 
housemade extracts (tangy citrus quinine li- 
queur, galangal vodka, matsutake-artichoke 
and sweet orange chamomile bitters), then add 
more vermouth with that adorable sidecar ina 
miniature crystal pitcher. 


A libation for the ultimate fan of “The Jerk,” this 
rum-based cocktail is stirred with housemade 
ugli fruit bitters (ugli fruit, thyme, black pepper) 
and jerk spices. Those who understand the ref- 
erence can take their own meta selfie with the 
card that comes with the drink picturing Steve 
Martin as Navin R. Johnson from the film. It’s 
even got the pink umbrella. 


This herbaceous sip has all the aperitif quali- 
ties of a Negroni (gin, vermouth, Campari) 

with a special touch. The house Malort is made 
with Chinese and Indian bitter melon, which 
co-owner Abraham Conlon said “make little 
children cry in Asia.” Along with ginseng root, 
reishi mushroom tea, star anise and a few other 
Chinese herbs with weird names, it’s bitter and 
intense but slightly more enjoyable than Malort 
with subtle root beer-like flavors. (But it will still 
“give you that Malort face,” Conlon said.) 


A rickey and kir royale combo. | think Lucy’s 
found a better Ricky. 


Anyone born in the 90s may have fond memo- 
ries of Squeezits, Kool-Aid Bursts and Hi-C Ecto 
Cooler. Those are what come to mind while 
sipping this dangerously drinkable cocktail 
that’s so nectarous and tangy, just smelling it 
will make your mouth water. Much of Fat Rice’s 
food is grown in Goa, India, which is where 

this cocktail’s base spirit feni—a funky, melon-y 
distillate made from cashew fruit—originates. 
The name is a double play on words, nod- 

ding to the Goan ingredients and the weirdly 
wonderful sculptural drinkware it’s served in. 
The ceramic mug depicts a tanuki, a magical 
racoon-dog creature traditionally shown in 
Japanese artwork, unabashedly sporting a pair 
of enormous cojones. Be like the tanuki—show 
your wild side.

The male gaze is alive 
and well in Vanity Fair’s 
Margot Robbie profile 


Margot Robbie is on 
the cover of Vanity 
Fair’s August issue. 

In a white bikini, she 
“sizzles,” according to 
the media’s declara- 
tive headlines. They 
don’t add “like bacon” 
to their headlines, 
but they might as 


well have when you 

read the profile that 

goes with the cover. 
Its opening is currently making the Twitter 
rounds: 

“America is so far gone, we have to go to 
Australia to find a girl next door. In case 
you've missed it, her name is Margot Robbie. 
She is 26 and beautiful, not in that other- 
worldly, catwalk way but in a minor knock- 
around key, a blue mood, a slow dance. She is 
blonde but dark at the roots. She is tall but 
only with the help of certain shoes. She can be 
sexy and composed even while naked but only 
in character. As I said, she is from Australia. To 
understand her, you should think about what 
that means. Australia is America 50 years ago, 
sunny and slow, a throwback, which is why 
you go there for throwback people.” 

The piece was penned by Rich Cohen, a 
47-year-old originally from the Chicago area. 
He wrote it in first person, theoretically so that 
you identify with him as he muses about Rob- 
bie’s beauty. “I don’t remember what she was 
wearing, but it was simple, her hair combed 
around those painfully blue eyes. We sat in the 
corner. She looked at me and smiled.” 

She’s so beautiful—so sexy—that she 
wounds him. Her eyes are painfully blue. 
Cohen wrote that Robbie is “too fresh to 
be pegged,” but that doesn’t stop him from 
trying. She’s had a number of roles since her 
star-making turn in 2013’s “The Wolf of Wall 


Street”—the movie’s script described her 
character as “the hottest blonde ever” —but 
Cohen says that none of them matter. “It was 
‘Wolf’ that defined her. It put her up with 
Sharon Stone in ‘Casino’ and Cathy Moriarty 
in ‘Raging Bull’—one of Scorsese’s women.” 

Perhaps Cohen doesn’t see that adding 
Robbie to a list of women that belong to a 
man is pegging her, labeling a woman who 
has expressed that she hates to be labeled. 
Lest you think the man is too focused on 
Robbie’s sex appeal, let’s go back to his intro, 
in which he called her a “throwback person.” 
He makes this point again by tying her to Au- 
drey Hepburn, saying that Robbie possesses 
“a kind of lost purity, what we’ve given up 
for the excitement of a crass, freewheeling, 
sex-saturated culture.” Hepburn’s brand was 
classiness, a trait Cohen tries to transpose on 
Robbie to feel better about hyperventilating 
over her sexiness. 

Look, just because you say an actress can’t 
be pegged doesn’t give you free license to 
spend over 3,600 words marveling at the 
contradictions between her beauty, purity 
and sex appeal. To equate a woman revolving 
while nude to a Ferrari in a showroom is still 
objectifying her, even if you think you're do- 
ing it winkingly. You’re still masturbating to 
her body (and your own writing). 

To end his written undressing of the ac- 
tress, he recounts their back and forth about 
filming sex scenes. Then: “We sat for a mo- 
ment in silence. She was thinking of some- 
thing; I was thinking of something else.” 
What could he be thinking of? Surely, the 
Pulitzer that’s awaiting him, or maybe the 
long-term effects of the Brexit or something. 

Oh, no, in case it wasn’t clear, he lets you 
know he enjoys staring at her ass: “Then 
she stood, said good-bye, and went to see a 
friend across the room. ... She looked just like 
Audrey Hepburn going away.”
